to gel $fl,050,695,000, a reduction 
of $1,717,187,000 below what former1 
President Truman proposed. 


The Eisenhower administration 


has cut five billion dollars altogcth 
or from' the military appropriations 
recommended by Truman in Janu- 
ary. These cutbacks have run into 
criticism in Congress and the pres- 
ent hearings to run all week, at 
ford an opportunity for the Pen- 
tagon to detail its side of the dis- 
pute. 


Anderson said he asked for $10, 


100,000,000 for the Navy when he 
reviewed the .Truman budget after 
assuming his job in January but 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wil- 
son cut this to $9,650,695,000. 


The secretary said that, "in the 


light of conditions as we k n o w 
them," the final sum "will provide 
a sound and adequate program." 


However, he indicated strongly 


the reduction had

accom- 


plished by deferring some needed 
programs'r^d'.said "eventually a 
more 
complete •- shipbuilding ' re- 


placement program must be start- 
ed in order to maintain the strik 
ing power of our navy."
